They will ex- 
plain and hedge and draw nice distinctions, but they have not the 
courage to denounce a protective tariff as iniquitous’ and uncon- 
stitutional. Neither have they the courage to say that they favor 
the principle of protection. They resort to the insincere recourse of 
evasion. How can any man, democrat or independent, get enthusi- 
astic over that? 

There is a similar evasion on the question of the League of 
Nations, so far as the platform is concerned, but it is probable that 
candidate Davis will adhere to his unqualified declaration in favor 
of going into the league. It he hedges on that, it is difficult to see 
what issue he can put forward as of sufficient merit to justify a 
national campaign. 

The American people are not at all interested in the desire 
of one group of men to get the offices or of another group to hold 
them. They are, however, intensely interested in the question of 
public service one group has rendered while in office and the kind 
of service the other group is likely to render if it gets in.

Manager of tle East Bay Municipal 
Utility District, who has just re- 
turned from a visit to this region. 
“The storage possibilities of the 
Mokelumne Basin have not been giv- 
em enough thought in the past, in my 
opinion”, said Davis. “Reservoir 
sites are not ideal, but seem to have 
excellent possibilities, It is my 
opinion that the Mokelumne River, 
Properly developed, would give us 
all the water that we need. Investi- 
gations are by no means completed. 
The Mokelumne ig being studied 
along with eight or nine other pos- 
s*ble mountain sources, On this 
trip I visited the McCarthy Reser- 
voir site and also a reservoir site 
at the mouth of Licking Fork on 
the Mokelumne south fork. At the 
@latter place it has been suggested 
that a 300 foot dam be constructed 
which would impound 60,000 acre 
feet. There is also a site on the 
middle fork of the Mokelumne. 
“All mountain streams are nearly 
dry. Mokelumne Hill, which in the 
early daysi was one of California’s 
largest cities, now has no. water 
and is threatened with extinctton. 
The ditch which has served them 


for more than 50 years is dry. Gar- 
dens and trees are dying for lack 
of water. Calvares River’ is now 


dry, also springs in the region which |

“In some respects, this aids us 
in our investigation. We are study- 
ing California streams at their worst, 
rather than at their best, 


‘In planning an adequate water 
supply, engineers always take into 
consideration the driest possible year 
of which there is a record. The 
plays are so made that the water 
supply , will always be 
even in these driest years. 

“The trip, from which J have just 
returned, took me to an entirely 
differemt iproject than the Lancha 
Plana project.

Oae field party is now in the Ameri- 
can River Basin. 

Utility District éngineers are co- 
operating with Walker Young, en- 
gineer for the U. S. Reclamation 
Survey, in studying the situation it 
Carquinez Straits. Young is investi- 
gating the feasibility of building 
a dam across the straits from Army 
Point, near Benicia, to a point half 
way between Porta Costa and Mar- 
tinez. The distance at the suggested 
site will be a mile and-a half, it is 
said. Under this scheme, there 
would be created a huge fresh 
water lake in Suisdn Bay, which 
would not interfere with navigation 
and would greatly assist farmers 
in irrigation. 

Ships would be admitted to this 
lake by a system of locks. The 
water would not be fit for domestic

for irrtgation. Borings are being 
made before the site is \selected and 
it is in this work that the Utility 
District engineers are eooperating, 
Davis said.
